Richmond Hill, Sept. 5 (Canadian Press)—Parliament ha* 
been dissolved. Addressing his constituents of North V ork hers 
this afternoon, Premier King announced his decision to appeal 
to the people. Thuraday, October 29, has been set as the data 
of the general election. 

Two Cabinet changes were indicated by Premier King: 

1. Hon. .T. A. Robb, Minister of Immigration and Acting 
Minister of Finance, becomes Minister of Finance in the plae# 
of Right Hon. W. S. Fielding. 

2. Hon. G. N. Gordon. Deputy Speaker of the House of Com¬ 
mons, becomes Minister of Immigration, succeeding Mr. Robb. 

The Premier announced also that Sir Henry Thornton s con¬ 
tract as president of the Canadian National Railways had been 
renewed for a further period. 

Ths Premier stated word had been 
received from Ottawa that the order 
dissolving the fourteenth Parlia¬ 
ment of Canada had been signed by 
the Governor-General at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon. 

In his speech the Premier dealt at 
length with' the record of hie ad¬ 
ministration. He cited four reason a 
why he considered there should »>e 
an appeal to the people, namely, the

While In New York Dempsey 
fought John Lester Johnson, a husky 
negro boser This fight Is sometimes 
described ta a massacre In which 
Dempsey had three ribs broken. How 
ever, nothing of the sort happened 
Johnson wae expected to bast the 
novice easily, and Dempsey startled 
the spectators by giving ths black

Ixmdon.* Sept. 5.—A new locomo¬ 
tive engine of greatly Increased trac¬ 
tive power, designed to run passen¬ 
ger trains at a speed of 12* miles nn 
hour, has been Invented, by William 
T. VVerry. a London engineer, whose 
steam engines have already boon 
tested with success In marine craft. 

After many years of experiment he 
has brought to a successful Issue 
the at earn engine driven by cylinders 
with two pistons working In opposite 
directions. The platons begin their 
stroke together In the middle of the 
cylinder and are forced outwards In 
opposite directions by the steam, each 
piston rod driving its own crank. The 
locomotive has two cylinders tilted 
In the centre of the engine, each cyl¬ 
inder coupled with driving wheels fore 
and aft. the two cylinders thus being 
equal In work to four ordinary cyl¬ 
inders. Equal forces being exerted 
In opposite directions they sre per¬ 
fectly balanced, and all oscillation of 
k)M engine when running at a very 
high speed Is obviated, thus preg 
venting all tendency to Jump the 
rails.’

Casualties from lack of water are 
high in the battery family, accord¬ 
ing to a Willard factory announce¬ 
ment received last week by Weller 
Auto Supply House, distributors here. 
The statement also says 

"The one thing moat likely to bring 
a storage battery to an untimely end 
is thirst. Many a battery la expected 
to travel Indefinitely without water, 
but none will do It. This Is especially 
true In Hummer 

"The simplest and surest means of 
committing battery murder Is to use 
It without giving it water. Without' 
water the plates become hard and 
are rapidly overheated by the charg¬ 
ing current This may cause the 
plates to buckle and completely, ruin 
the battery. 

Filling a battery too full is almost 
as bad as rot filling It enough. If 
filled above the right point, the acid 
solution will overflow and eat away 
the wood case and Injure any part of 
the car with which It comes In con¬ 
tact. 

"If the specific gravity of the solu¬ 
tion becomes less and less, the car 
owner may be deceived Into believ¬ 
ing that the acid hag evaporated. 
What really happens Is this. As the 
battery discharges the acid In the 
aolutlon Is absorbed by the plates If 
this process continue* until the bat¬ 
tery Is fully discharged, the solution 
Is almost all water. 

‘'Recharging the battery forces the 
arld'out of the p'atee Into the solu¬ 
tion again No acid, only the water

When the water in the radiator starts to boil it is a warning that 
there is something wrong, and the cause of the trouble should be 
located »bd remedied without delay If you continue to drive your 
car when tne engine is in an overheated condition you should not ho 
surprised when you are required to sign your name to a check for 
repairs. 

Fortunately, it is not usually a very difficult matter to locate over¬ 
heating trouble. Naturally one of the first places to look for the 
trouble is in the cooling system itself. If you have not cleaned out 
the radiator during the last five or six months, or have been using 
a very hard water, a scum or coating may have formed in the radiator 
tubes and water jackets and be preventing free circulation of the 
water through the cooling- syltetn.

Tf. you have solder lb 
bar form itr in wire coHs use powder¬ 
ed resin bought In hulk. 

In soldering use a hot Iron, which, 
by the way. Is really copper, and do 
not try to work with an Iron so cold 
that the solder barely melts. On the 
other hand, do not heat the Iron In a 
roal atove; you are Mbely to melt off 
the tip. A gas flnme Is good or a 
blow-torch may be used. When us¬ 
ing s gas rtame the Iron can be 
watched. Small portable soldering 
torches are good for some kinds of 
work, but often their flames are too 
wide to do as fine work as the solder¬ 
ing Iron.

That term 
of abuse, she said, did not apply to 
her. because she had not stolen the 
Jewel, she had found It lying on the 
ground In the room and had picked 
It up. Men artlng as arbiters, as 
pleaders, as counsels and witness. 


D URINO the many years I 
have spent among Tibetans 
1 have had exceptional op¬ 
portunities to. see from 
near the Ilfs of the differ¬ 
ent classes of people, still never had 
I penetrated so deeply Into the In¬ 
timacy of the commonfolk as I did 
during my stay at Lhasa. The hovel 
where I had found shelter was the 
centre of a small caravansery where 
the strangest specimens of humanity 
could be met. The wealthiest guests 
only slept under a roof, others re¬ 
mained l* r the open: all was dons, 
said and even thought publicly. I 
really lived as In a novel whose plot j 
would have been situated in the. 
slums; but what amusing, exotic 
slums! They had nothing of the lug- 
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have seen % your country again.

must confess that 1 did not find It 
hard in the least to submit to that 
trial: Tibetan cooking Is not to be 
despised. 

FAIRYLIKE PROCE88ION 

The day that followed saw me 
perched, among many, on the rocky 
spur of the Potala. to look at the 
great pageant called eerpang march¬ 
ing past. Never did I se« a more 
original, more wonderful spectacle. 
Several thousand men In a file 
.marched around the Potala. They 
carried hundreds of multicolored, 
huge silk flags, hundreds of em¬ 
broidered banners and state um¬ 
brellas. Dignitaries proceeded slowly 
under canopies surrounded by clerics 
holding tupera. Sometimes the pro¬ 
cession stopped, and then boys 
danced. Couples made up of a man 
carrying a big drum on hla 
back and another w*ho behind him 
beat the instrument hi time, went 
through graceful evolutions, and 
many others followed 

Religious and profane elements 
mixed harmoniously, at the sound 
of various music some solemn. In¬ 
cluding, In the orchestra, fifteen- 
fool long trumpets, carried by sev¬ 
eral men. whose deep vibrations filled 
, the whole valley—and some charm¬ 
ing music when the turn came for 
the Mongolian musicians. Klephanta 
walked gravely, escorted by fantas- 
-tlr paper-mowetera after the Chlwese 
fashion that performed all kinds of 
antics. Then, again, among war¬ 
riors of yore clad In coat of mall and 
th# priestly servants of their tem¬ 
ples, came the local deities whom I 
had already seen tb« day before. 

The pageant, moved In a fairy 
scene. Under the blue luminous sky 
and the powerful sun of Central 
Asia, the intensified colors of the 
yellow and red procession, the varie¬ 
gated bright hues of the crowd’s 
dresses, the shining whitish distant 
hills, and Lhasa lying on the plain 
at the foot of the huge Potala capped 
with glittering gold, all seemed, 
men and things, filled with light and 
ready to burst Into flames. Unfor¬ 
gettable spectacle which alone would 
have repaid me for all fatigue, all 
dangers that I had faced to behold 


the demons away. However, either 
on account of the attavlc credulity 
that they are not capable of entirely 
shaking off or for gny other cause, 
these human “scapegoats" often die 
prematurely, suddenly or in mysteri¬ 
ous circumstances, or, again, are 
affected with strange diseases. A 
former Lua Kong KJ1 gyalpo died 
during my stay at IJiana. the day be¬ 
fore hi* successor was to be driven 
away to flamy*. 

WITH THE CROWDS 

I did not fail to roam through the 
town during the week that preceded 
the sending awsy of the “scapegoat” 
to see him collecting the tax to 
which he Is lawfully entitled by the 


leave Lhasa the day following the 
great ser pang pageant. 

The day had come when the an¬ 
nual ceremony of driving the "scape¬ 
goat” out of the town waa to take 
place. The Tibetan scapegoat, unlike 
that mentioned In the Bible, la not 
an animal, but a man conscious of 
the part he Is playing. It la sup¬ 
posed by the Tibetans that the lamas 
expert in magic have the power to 


would insist on roy evidence being 
heard. 

...We decided to leave Lhasa for a 
week, going to the great monastery 
of Galden. where are the massive 
gold and silver Jewelled tomb of 
Tseng Kappa, the founder of the 
yellow-hats sect, and many other In¬ 
teresting sights. That Journey was 
far from being uneventful. Among 
other Incidents, Tongden. when win- 


conscious, and "captain." who waa 
himself far from being sober, ended 
his soliloquy by denouncing the de¬ 
grading habit of drinking. 

Next day the captain” took 
yongden aside and declared- hla In¬ 
tention of asking me as witness in 
the case he meant to Introduce in 
order to get reparation for the black 
cheek inflicted to hts wife. The 
young lama tried to convince him to 
give up his idea and offered him a 
little present. He took the money, 
but remained obstinate; his wrong 
was to be avenged and 1 ought to 
help. 

When Yongden reported this con¬ 
versation to me I felt much annoyed. 
I would have to appear before sev¬

The life of the former lovers was 
far from being smooth at the time 
1 happened to make their acquaint¬ 
ance.

Once, when the discussion had 
been specially heated, the girl and 
her former lady began to exchange 
abuses gnd then threw themselves 
on each other. The men present got 
up to separate them, a rather hard 
task, for the Infuriated females 
turned their nails against those who 
dared to mix with their duel. Any¬ 
how, they succeeded in pushing the 
maid out of the house, and. in order 
to prevent hey from < ornlng back, 
followed her to the *iu*t door 
serosa (he courtyard. 

By one of those inexplicable 
thoughts that suddenly arise In 
drunkards, the master of the house 
put on hls wife the responsibility of 
the Incident, declared that she put 
shame on him before hie guests and 
tried to play hls usual trick, stand¬ 
ing before the entrance and beating 
her. But this time, excited by her 
previous struggle, she flung at him 
and tore hla long earring (Tibetan 
men wear a long earring In the left 
ear) away from hls ear, which bled. 
He retaliated by knocking her on the 
face and she shrieked loudly. The 
“captain's" wife ran out of her room 
to Interfere between them. Bhe had 
not made two steps on the lUliputian 
battlefield when she received, on the 
-cheek, a stroke that was not meant 
for her, and fell on a bench calling 
for help. Yongden wsa away. I 
thought If was my duty to' prevent 
the man from seriously hurting hls 
wife, so I walked In krlth the inten¬ 
tion of sheltering the now terrified 
woman in my room. But people were 
coming, escape became possible. "Run 
away quickly,” 1 urged the woman, 
protecting her retreat. 8be passed 
WiW me snfl I hiT’trnir'litr ayntt* - 

When the “captain" came back in 
the evenidg he found hls lady with 
a swollen cheek that had already 
begun to turn black. To relate the 
scene that was acted then, with the 
flame of a bra aero for light, exceeds 
by power as a writer. “Captain" had 
all the manner of a gifted actor; 
he declaimed half the* night. In turn 
ferocious, clamoring for revenge, 
then full of pathos, telling of the suf¬ 
fering of hls dame; and again, 
straightened to his full height, hls 
head nearly touching the low roof, 
speaking of the insult done to hls 
honor.

Had he not obtained 
what he wanted he would have 
waved the yak tail above the head 
of the miser or on the threshold of 
hls house, a gsature of curse that 
would have had the most terrible 
consequences. All were giving.liber¬ 
ally. It appeared, for I had not the 
opportunity to see Lua Kong Lyl 
gyalpo flourishing the enormous 
hairy yak tail. Still, once a discus¬ 
sion arose. I was loo far to hear tha 
words, but I had no doubt about the 
, subject. The future scapegoat” 
grew Impatient and half raised hls 
hand holding the strange weapon, 
but then several men Interposed 
themselves and all ended satisfac¬ 
torily. for I heard them laughing. 

Lup Kong Kyl gyalpo collects hls 
tax at the doors of the wealthiest, ths 
highest in rank, as well as at that of 
the poor, and the product of It is a 
veritable fortune for a man of a low 
station in life, as he always Is. 

I wondered If he would visit my 
hostelry, but he must have thought 
!>eAlly not worth hla trouble the 
beggars who lived there and the few 
copper coins he might have gathered; 
he did not appear. Anyhow fate 
caused us to meet ones in the street 
and the strange personage extended 
his hand toward me. Out of fun—I 


hats off. and those who delayed were 
soon acquainted with one or an¬ 
other of the lamaist policemen's 
weapons. Thanks to my short slae, 
I escaped thumps and thrashings 
during the hours 1 stood there. When 
danger threatened, I always man¬ 
aged to find shelter between a group 
of tall Tibetans who acted as a pro¬ 
tecting roof over my head. 

The Dalai Lama passed at last, 
riding a beautiful black mule, ac¬ 
companied by a few ecclesiastical 
dlgnltarlea, ail liks himself, dressed 
in religious robes; dark red. yellow

We were drinking tea silent!)*. 
Wondering how we could avoid these 
dangerous meetings, when the door 
opened In Tibet, especially among 
common folk, one does not knock at 
the door nor ask in any way per¬ 
mission to enter a room or a house 
A man stepped In. After the usual 
polite greeting, he told us that my 
neighbor, whom I had helped to 
escape the day before. Intended to 
divorce her hueband and wished me 
to appear as a v witness to testify 
about her husband's brutality. As 
in the previous case. I endeavored to 


Inquired about me. and the lama 
told him that I was still In Chins 
and that, hla pilgrimage ended, he 
would go back to me. Our old 
.'K-qyalntance- then Invited him to 
drink tea, hut Yongden declined, 
saying that he did not feel well and 
would call on another occasion. He 
qulrkly rejoined me. and us happily 
we had finish'd visiting ins various 
shrines and the country around the 
monastery, we made haate to leave 
the place. 

ANOTHER FESTIVAL 

At Lhasa much tjra and spirit 
had been drunk, but the two cases 
were still pending. A new perlo^of 
festivities waa soon to begin and the 
arbiters had postponed their meeting 
till after they were over. That cir¬ 
cumstance relieved me completely 
from my fegr. for I bad decided to 


transfer to him the causes that would 
attract to others Illness, poverty, 
death, misfortunes of all kinds and 
jjetlver them into the hand* of exit 
spirits. So, each year a voluntary 
victim called Lua Kong Kyi gyalpo 
(the king of Impurity) Is charged 
with the iniquities of the ruler and of 
hls subjects and sent to sandy Samye. 
whoge neighborhood Is a true minia¬ 
ture Sahara. The lure of a consid¬ 
erable profit induces some poor fel¬ 
lows to risk the adventure. There

A good deal further has recent 
•CieaflAc gone jthan tHi** The Danish 
Biological Station in 1918 published 
some very Instructive reports on th©

therewith. Dr. C. Q. Joh. Petersi n 
under the title ’Evaluation^ of the 
Sea," a suggestire enough one. d©- 
s. riLes his methods of research ©jnl 
gives the fruit of his observation. 
With n "hottom-sampler" h© exam¬ 
ined the sand and mud with their 
Inhabitants, and ultimately “arrived 
at certain numerical results as to the 
quantity of animals in the Kattegit 
expressed in tons." He describes the 
great bed* of oostera as the founda¬ 
tion upon which directly .or Indirectly 
all the animal life In the upward 
course to the useful Ashes Is based. 
He reckons that 5000 tons of plaice 
require 50,000 tons of molluscs and 
polychaet worms for. food, and hs 
charges to tht» starflsh the using up 
of eight tons apiece of animals re¬ 
quired by useful Ashes But the im¬ 
portance? given to the xoatera ia per¬ 
haps of greatest Interest. Of the 
nutritive matter which he fiiid* along 
the mch- bottom a large proportion Is 
derived from fragments of zostera 
which represent the wastage of the 
meadows." Zostera ha* been and Is 
largely used for packing material, 
fodder, the manufacture of explosives 
and of paper, but Its Importance as a 
permanent . and ever-renewing ele¬ 
ment of J th© sea is probably by far 
the greatest, thougn little appreciated 
as yet by us to whom the riches of 
the sea are scarcely known.
